the pain and wrangle those ends a little more easily. Read on. 




Standing Stitches X 

Usually a granny square or motif pattern will cafi for joining a new yam and 
then chaining to count as a starting stitch for the next round. This often 
results in an obvious join, and after a few rounds, stacks of chains appear over 
each other where stitches should be. To avoid this, I like to start a new yarn 
with a standing stitch instead of a chain. Here's how: start with a slip-knot on 
the crochet hook. Next, yarn over (If necessary for your stitch) and insert your 
hook Into the row/round beiow as you normally would (fig. a), then complete 
the stitch. The resulting stitch will have its yarn tail at the Lop of the stitch (fig. 
b); I like to leave a three-inch tail on the initial slip knot and then undo that 
knot and weave in the end so that the join Is completely Invisible. 



X The Best Weave X 

Many crocheters wonder about the 
proper technique for weaving in ends 
to keep them from unraveling later, i 
find the best way is to weave them in 
a zig-zag pattern. Here's how: After 
fastening off an oid yarn, weave the 
yarn tail up through the leg of a stitch, 
across the horizontal bar at the top of 
the stitch above, and down the next 
leg, for at least four or five stitches. 
Turn the yarn and repeat In the other 
direction for a short distance. This is 
a much more reliable and Invisible 
method than simply securing the yarn 
in a straight line under several stitches.

^ fn lacy or open patterns^ it can be hard to find a spot to weave in ends. In 
that case, you can easily hide tails by weaving them into a chain, Here's how: 
after joining a new yarn and making the first chain stitch, take the yarn tail up 
and over the working yarn and then make the next chain stitch. Continue by 
alternating the direction you bring the tail over the working yarn so that the tail 
zig-zags through the chain. The yarn will be securely held within the chain.

No matter what method you use to weave in ends, leave about an inch of the 
tail sticking out after weaving. Launder and block the final pieces according to 
the recommendation on the yarn band, and then snip off those ends. Trimming 
the ends after the piece has been blocked will help ensure that the ends won't 
pop out since the item has already been stretched to its desired shape* 



through a tapestry needle. Create a 
loop by inserting the needle in the 
half of the tail closest to the crochet 
piece and sewing the needle in 
and out of the tail's plys for about 
an inch or two* Insert the yarn end 
from the new ball through the loop 
formed by the needle.

Round 2 With nght side facing, join F with 
si St in first ch 3 sp to left of any ch-2 sp, cti 
1, [sc, ch 2, sc) in same cli-3 sp as joining, 
work (sc, ch 2, sc) in each ch-3 sp between 
comers, (sc, ch 3, sc) in each corner ch‘3 sp 
and sc in each ch-2 sp at motif joinings; join 
with si St in first sc. Fasten off. 



Finishing 

Weave rn ail ends. Block lightly, if desired.
